Hospital 
and a leading authority in his 
specialty, died Thursday a 
ester, Minn., from cancer of the 
stomach, which he himself diag- 
nosed and announced was incura- 
ble. During his long {illness he 
continued his work at the Mayo 
clinic and eompleted a book on 
X-ray diagnosis. e 
About nine months ago, Dr. Car- 
man submitted to an X-ray ex- 
amination. He looked at the pic- 
ture, announced that he was suf- 


fering with cancer and declared, 
“It’s only a short time now and It, 
will be all over—it’s incurable.” 
The same evening he drove into 
St. Paul and delivered a_ tech- 
nical address on cancer of the 
stomach and its diagnosis by X- 


ray. He did not mention that he 
himself was suffering with that 
disease, and many of his_ best 


friends were unaware of it. 
Supervises Re-examination, 

Returning, to Rochester, he di- 
rected a second X-ray examination 
three days later. Dr. Carman di- 
rected the adjustment of the ma- 
chine. 

“You've got it too far 
left,"” he told his assistant. 
it over to the right.” 

When the plate was developed 
he pointed out that the cancer 
could not be reached by surgery. 
A consultation and exploratory 
examination was held a few days 
later with the same decision. 

Dr. Carman was advised by fel- 
low physicians to rest, to take 
things easy. He refused. 

‘“T have work to finish before I 
die,’’ he said. 

He set to work to finish his man- 
uscript on X-ray diagnosis of dis- 
ease and within two months sent 
it to his publisher. Thereafter he 
continued his work in the Mayo 
clinic until two weeks ago when 
he became acutely afflicted and 
could not go on.

Members of the Memorial Plaza 
Commission, not satisfied with the 


loriginal design for the new $4,000,- 
$00 Civil Courthouse, have scrapped 


their first conception for the top of 
the monumental structure, added 
104 feet to the height, so that it 
will be 880 feet high, rising 10 
feet above the new Bell Telephone 
Building, and placed a Grecian 
temple above the main shaft. 
They believe they have aided 
greatly the impressiveness of their 
work. The Courthouse, funds for 


which were provided in the 1923 
bond. iasue, will face Memorial 
Plaza in the block bounded by 
Twelfth boulevard, Eleventh, Mar- 
ket and Chestnut streets. Its first 
foundation pjer is being sunk now. 
Excavation and sinking of 77 more 
plers under the first big contract 
will begin within 10 days. Con- 
struction will continue steadily and 
completion of the project is expect- 
ed by Sept. 1928. 

Height and the novelty of the 
surmounting temple design will be 
the outstanding features of the 
building. In the architects’ nomen- 
clature there will be 13 floors, but 
these will be lofty and 10 of them 
will have partial mezzanines, mak- 
ing virtually 23 stories.

A Temple of Justice. 

Above this the temple will rise 
for 160 feet—a bulk as big as 4 
cathedral, perched aloft— a verit- 
able temple of justice, housing the 
St. Louis Court of Appeals and the 
St. Louls Law Library. It is pat- 
terned after an ancient Greek edl- 
fice at Halicarnassus. A free col- 
onnade of eight Ionic pillars on 
each side will surround it, hold- 
ing up a public promenade 245 feenr 
above the streets, which will. af- 
ford a broad view of tha city. 

These columns will be 42 feet 
high and ffve feet in diameter anc 
weigh $0 tons each. A pyramid of 
11 huge steps will form the roof. 
with two sphinxes 10 feet high at 
its apex. "One wiH face thre Missis.- 
sippi and the other westward. Th» 
pyramid may be constructed of 
concrete covered with sheet lean, 
which will make it watertight and 
will age to resemble stone. Insid> 
the pyramid will be penthowug:s and 
storage space.

A horse race isn’t always won by 
a horse. Sometimes a man wins. 

Earl Sande, America’s best known 

jockey, kicked the dope on the first 
running of the Fairmount Derby 
higher than a blue moon jyester- 
day when he ‘carried Haste to a 
whisker victory over the favorite, 
Bagenbaggage, equalling. the best 
time ever made {= the Kentucky 
Derby and turning a crowd of 
more than 20,000 pop-eyed ex- 
ultant excitement, forgetful for the 
moment that the bulk of its money 
was on a aod. { 

One jump beyond the finish, 
Bagenbaggage poked his nose in 
front. Too late. It wag the nose 
a jump before. the finish that 
counted and that was Haste’s nose, 
Sande had measured his mount’s 
stamina to a hair. The Bradley 
pair had tried to whipsaw him 
and failed. 

Worth $25,725 to Winner. 

The race was worth $26,736 to 
the winner. Bagenbaggage, who 
h@s been hogging rich purses this 
‘year, had to be content with $3000 
for second. His .stablemate, t 
to Boot placed third, $1600; ana 
Rock Man came fourth—$750. Dr. 
Cardenas was far in the rear. The 
time was 2:02 2-6. 

As a gambling event, the Derby 
was pretty much of @ fizzle. There 
was plenty of betting, but no “keil}- 
ings.” Haste paid $4 for each $2 
bet on him to win. He paid only 
$2.10 to place—that is, those who 
bet he would finish at leabt second

who bet on the two Bradley horses 
coupled in the betting, to place, won 
10 cents on each $2. There were 
no show tickets sol4. The fiel4 
was too small. . 

The Derby stood on its merits as 
a horse race. Even in defeat, 
Owngg Bradiey’s first remark was:

Strategy of Stable.

Mexico's prilgrimage to the 
Bucharistic Congress, numbering 
20 priests and 215 laymen, women 
and children, were in St. Louis 
nearly 10 hours yesterday after- 
noon and last night, on their way 
to Chicago.

And if Sande did his part to 
overcome the handicap; Haste did 
his. It was his year’s peak race. 
He was an efpected starter in the 
Kentucky Derby, but his wérkouts 
were 80 poor that he was shipped 
back East.

Perfect Derby Setting. 


Not One element of a perfect 
derby setting was lacking. The 
crowd gathered early.

Under- 
neath the betting area was jammed.

cost—of the building were scarcely 
changed by the inerease in height, 
since the ground area has been re- 
duced. The courthouse walls will 
be 160 feet long on the north and 
south sides and 135 feet on the 
east and west, while the first area 
was set at 146x170. 

Except for the units to. occupy 
the temple, there was. no rear- 
rangement of courts and offices in 
the new design. Briefly, space will 
be allocated as follows: 

First floor, Circuit Clerk, Sher- 
iff and Recorder of Deeds, with a 
mezzanine; second. file rooms;

signment division of Circuit Court, 
with apts space for attorneys 
and others,‘ large file room for 
suits, Jury Commissioner, general 
meeting room for Circuit Judges 
and Probate Court, with.a mezza- 
nine: fifth to tenth, inclusive, each 
will have four standard courtroom 
units, with isolated jury quarters 
‘and witness rooms on mezzanines; 
‘eleventh, the first floor above the 
'setback, mechanical and storage 
i space; twelfth, the lower floor of 
‘the templea, Law Library;  thir- 
teenth, Court of Appeals. 

Provision .for Subway. 

Provision will be made for an 

inside entrance to the suggested 


Market street subway. The lobby 
will split the building up to the 
second-floor ceiling. 

It was estimated the foundation 
work would cost $420,000, in view 
of soil conditions in many down- 
town building sites. Test borings 
were made, however, which § dis- 
closed unusually favorable condi- 
tions, with bedrock at only 62 feet 
depth.

A statue mounted on a base of 
stone is suggested by the architects 
for each of the four-corners on the 
sidewalk, but these will not be pro- 
vided from the Courthouse fund. 
Two 60-foot flagpoles, however, 
will be erected before éach en- 
trance. ' 

The design is by the Memorial 
Plaza Commission, comprising the 
architectural-firms of George D.

The extradition hearing, which 
is set for 8 o’clock in the Gover- 
nor’s offiee at the Capitol, will be 
an informal fair. The Governor 
has absolute jurisdiction and may 
listen to any legal, political or any 
other kind of arguments. He also 
has the right to disregard any evi- 
dence offered and can make his 
decision without explanation. 

Rutherfords Not ‘Afraid. 

The announced appearance of 
Allen Rutherford in Little Rock 
is taken as indication that’ the 
Rutherfords have little fear of a 
decision adverse to them. The State 
of Missouri has two detectives on 
hand to arrest Allen Rutherford 
shouli Gov. Terral honor Gov. 
Baker’s requisition. By appearing 
in Little Rock, Allen Rutherford 
places himself in the hands of the 


|}State if the extradition is granted, 


but his faith in Gov. Terral, as ex- 
pressed by Reinberger this after- 
noon is well nigh perfect. 
Reinberger disclosed in an inter- 
view, something of the tnside story 
why John Rutherford backed down 
on his promise to Attorney-General 
Gentry of Missouri to turn State's 
evidence and appear against the 
five men indicted with him. This 
story has important bearing on the 
extradition hearing Monday, ag it 
reveals that the Rutherfords and 
their St. Louis lawyers, former Pro- 
bate Judge W. W. Henderson and 
Verne R. C. Lacy, haye elected to 
stand or fall together in the case.

Suspected Trap by Gentry. 

In describing how John Ruther- 
ford changed his mind. about testi- 
fying, Reinberger admitted that 
John was advised by him to do so 
on the ground that Gentry’s offer 
of immunity was “insincere and a 
plot to trap John into coming to 
St. Louls.” The Pine Bluff attor- 
ney based his charges against the 
Attorney-General on a phrase in 
Gentry’s written offer of im- 
munity. This phrase reads: “If 
John will tell the whole truth and 
keep back nothing.’ 

“J told John,” said Reinberger, 
“that if he went to St. Louis Gen- 
try would say, ‘You haven't told 
the whole truth.’ He would arrest 
John for perjury or some other al- 
leged offense. ’ 

Reinberger. acknowledged that 
aS sgon as he received Gentry’s of- 
fer of immunity on Saturiay, June 
12, he hurried to St. Louis where 
on Sunday he conferred with Hen- 
derson and Lacy. He confided his 


suspicions of Gentry to them and 
they agreed/it would never io to 


let John come to St. Louis and tes- 
tify. 

‘Lacy! treated 
joke,’ Reinberger said, ‘and iI 
was favorably impressed with 
Judge Henderson. I conferred 
with other lawyers in St. Louis and 
they told me there was no chance 
of Gentry’s making a case against 
anyone under indictmeat. Thev 
all assured me that there was 
nothing to fear.” 

Relied on St. Louis Advice. 

It was pointed out to Reinberg- 
er that entry in his offer of im- 
munity qualified it only to the ex- 
tent of asking John Rutherford 
to tell the truth, and that the 
phrase about telling the whole 
truth and keeping back nothing 
which threw Reinberger into 4 
panic would have been required of 
John when he took oath as a wit- 
ness. Reinberger acknowledged 
that he had been in_ constant 
touch with the lawyers under in- 
dictment and relied on their advice 
concerning John’s testimony. 

‘Any hope the State had of sep- 
arating John Rutherford from his 
lawyers and persuading him to 
turn State’s evidence appears to be 
dissipated. 

This was the strategy which 
Gentry followed when he m@de his 
trip to Pine Bluff June 10 to con- 
fer with Rutherford and Rein- 
berger. At that time both John 
and his Pine Bluff. attorney ex- 
pressed the desire to talk and 
sata “We're not trying to shield 
anyone.” 

The Rutherford attorneys will 
confer here tomorrow on their 
plan of defense at the extradition 
hearing. They expect to argue 
that Allen Rutherford already has 
been in jeopardy on the murder 
charge, and settled his debt to the 
State of Missouri on that count. by 
paying $500 fine, a settlement 
which Gentry alleges was a fraud 
upon the court. The concealed 
weapon warrant will be attacked 
on technical grounds, the defense 
arguing that Rutherford was en- 
gaged in interstate travel and so 
was allowed to go armed.

about covers it.” 

Reed would not discuss possible 
remedies at this time, nor would he 
say whether he thought Represert- 
ative William S. Vare, the winner 
in Pennsylvania's $2,500,000 Re- 
publican Senatorial primary, would 
be seated if elected. / 

“Rot” to Blame Primary System. 

“It’s sheer rot,”” he continued 
vigorously, “to attempt to place 
the blame for such corruption on 
the primary system. Scoundrels 
who are willing to go out and de- 
bauch an electorate in a primary 
would be perfectiy capable of buv- 
itig up a Legislature or an old- 
fashioned political convention. 

“There are defects in the pri- 
Mary system. I believe it could be 
improved. But the effort to fast- 
en the responsibility for the Penn- 
sytvania scandal upon the system ig 
worse than ridiculous. 

“What's wrong’” He repeated 
the reporter's question and ans. | 
wered it: 

“It is the innate corruption of | 
the leading men of the State who! 
see fit to use money to control. 
elections. Men who do a scoun- | 
@relly thing can't paas it over by | 
saying. ‘It’s the system that’s 
wrong.’

Piaced on Fast St. Louis 


Injunction 
Resort Was Ignored, Police 
Testify. 


Katie Redd, Negro, owner of re- 


gort at 2202 East Broadway, East 
St. Louis, was sentenced to 10 
months in jail and fined $1000 by | 
City Judge Borders of East St.| 
Louis yesterday for alleged viola. | 
tion of a padlock injunction issued 
against the resort last October. 
“Katie Redd’s” is known to po- 
lice of both St. Louis and East St. 


Louis as a gathering place of un- 
derworld characters. Frequent dis- 


turbances have occurred there and 
Katie Redd was herself shot and 
seriously wounded in one affray. 
On another occasion she shot an- 
other Negro woman who later sued 
for damages. Following a series of 
raids on the resort last year, Judge 
Borders issued the padlock order. 
Policemen, who visited the place 
May 22, testified they found the 
resort “wide open” in violation of 
the injunction. 

In sentencing the defendant 
Judge Borders expressed determi- 
nation to ciose her resort, which, 
he added, “‘has been an eyesore to 
East St. Louis.” 

Attorneys for the defendant an- 
nounced an appeal from the sen- 
tence.

They had done what no other 
combination of man and automo- 
bile had been able to do—pbeat the 
limited traing on the coast-to-coast 
trip. 

Neither Jenkins nor @eck is a 
professional driver. Jenkins is a 
building contractor in Salt Lake 
and Peck the owned of a large ga- 
rage there. Cross country automo- 
bile driving against time is a hobby 
with them. 

Not long ago they set a record 
between Los Angeles and Salt Lake 
that gained nation-wide attention. 
They made the trip in 16 hours, 17 
minutes, bettering the fastest train 
time by 8 hours 9 minutes. They 
already held the record from Salt 
Lake City to San Francisco, also 
the ones from Salt Lake to Reno, 
and to Provo and Boise. 

The best previous record for a 
coast-to-coast trip was made by L. 
B. Miller, who drove from Wee- 
hawken, N. J., to Oakland, Cal., in 
102 hours 45. minutes on July 165, 
1925. This was 7 hours 44 minutes 
under the record at that time. Jen- 
kins and Peck smashed Miller's 
record by 16 hours 25 minutes. 

“Cannon Ball’’ Baker claims a 
record of 71 hours 33 minutes ac- 
tual running time from New York 
to Los Angeles, but the trip was 
made at night during 24 days.

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There are two ways of determining how long 
automobiles last. The first consists of compar- 
ing the number of cars of a given make still in 
use, with the total number produced within 
the last seven, eight or nine years. The second 
method—the most complete and impartial yet 
devised—has lately been published by Profes- 
sor C. E. Griffin, of the Bureau of Business 
Research, University of Michigan, in his study: 
The Life History of Automobiles.”

Convincing proof of the long life of Reo cars is 
offered by the popular method of judging motor 
car life.

ments in the invaded land, marking 
the scene of his operations, however, 
was scarcely suspected until there was 
announced to the world recently a 
momentous discovery by Dr. James Henry 
Breasted, director of the Oriental In- 
stitute of the University of Chicago. Dig- 
ging away and sifting the soil that forms the 
historic Mount of Megiddo, the ruins of 
uncounted fallen cities, Dr. Breasted’s 
Armageddon expedition has come upon a 
sculptured stone bearing the thunderous 
name of Shishak and establishing beyond 
doubt that the Egyptian monarch not only 
invaded the country as the First Book of 
Kings declares, but actually held the entire 
area of Palestine under his rule for a time 
and advanced as far northward as Megiddo, 
the strategic city which stood at the north- 
ern end of the pass through the Ridge of 
Carmel and overlooked the historic plain of 
Armageddon. 


The stone, Dr. Breasted explained to the 
writer in a recent interview, was about 10 
feet high, five feet wide and 80 inches 
thick. Apparently it came from the wall of

some ancient temple or monument set up 
by the conquering King himself. Its sculp- 
turings, now almost defaced, are meager, 
bearing only enough to identify the builder.

ad | noted Egyptologist, ‘that we came 

upon this stone. Already it had 
been thrown, into the dump heap by a 
former expedition which I do not care 
to name. Apparently our predecessors had 
failed to note the faint inscriptions or 
failed to attach importance to them and 
had hauled the relic away as ae use- 
less fragment of limestone. For its recov- 
ery too much credit cannot be given to Dr. 
Clarence 8. Fisher, field director of the 
Oriental Institute, who is now in charge of 
excavation operations. It was he who came 
upon it in his relentless search for every 
fragment that might yield a bit of knowl- 
edge, no matter how insignificant, concern- 
ing the world of antiquity. I don’t know 
what was the specific objective of the other 
expedition’s search, but, certainly, a price- 
less find was thrown away when the Shi- 
shak stone was discarded. 

“That goes to show how careful the ex- 
cavator must be in throwing aside this or 
that as worthless. We are trying to avoid 
such pitfalls by removing the soil from the 
mound a thin layer at a time and sifting 
every square inch of it. When we are con- 
vinced that nothing has been overlooked, the 
refuse is hauled away in dump cars, like 
those used at coal mines, and left where it 
will not obstruct our progress. 

“You may or may not know that the 
Mound of Megiddo, or Armageddon, is made 
up of layers something like a huge layer 
cake. Each layer represents the ruins of a 
city or an age. The reason for that js this: 


T WAS by mere chance,” declared the 


DR. JAMES HENRY BREASTED, Director of the Oriental Institute 
of the University of Chicago and organizer of the Armageddon 


expedition. 

In ancient times nearly all structures, es- 
pecially those in small towns and villages, 
were built of sun-dried brick, or blocks. In 
the course of time they were necessarily de- 
stroyed by the action of rain and wind. 
Houses literally melted away, and the soil 
which constituted the brick was deposited 
on and around the site of the structure. In 
this way the mound on which the city stood 
rose higher and higher as successive cities 
rose and fell.

concerning the Egyptian invasion of Pales- 
tine. The stone doubtless is a part of a mon- 
ument ora temple. The presence of such a 
monument or temple in territory that waa 
hostile to the King it sought to glorify would 
obviously show that it was once subjected 
by that King and held as a tributary king- 
dom. I will be unable to get back to the 
scene of operations before midsummer, but 
in the meantime Dr. Fisher is exerting every 
effort to locate the remainder of the edi- 
fice. When it is found other inacriptions, no 
doubt, will be found. Possibly we will be 
able to uncover a complete story of Shishak's 
invasion and of his sacking of Jerusalem, 
which robbed the city of the golden shields 
of Solomon.”’ 


su: Mound of Armageddon, Dr. 
Breasted explained, now appears 
as a natural hill rising about 
160 feet above the surrounding plain. 


Its summit comprises an area of about 
138 acres, every square inch of which 
must be searched for traces of peoples and 
civilisations long dead. Since Dr. Breasted's 
return to this country in May the work has 
been under the direction of Dr. Fisher, for- 
merly in charge of excavations for the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. Associated with 
him as surveyor and map maker is Dr. Dan- 
fel F. Higgins, who took his degree at the 
University of Chicago.

Scrimger would have had many friends 
if he hadn't been a hot dog man, but being a 
hot dog man, with his wagon there at Michi- 
gan avenue and Griswold street. in the heart 
of the city, enlarged his opportunities. <A 
remarkable memory for faces and names 
helped him. He used to say, when Detroit 
Was just a fair-sized city. before the auto- 
mobile boom, that he knew and could cal!

With 
three moves he had the sandwich prepared 
exactly to the customer's taste and with a 
heel-spin handed it to the customer as he 
entered. The coffee was forthcoming al- 
most as quickly. 

The dexterity and celerity of the man 
were the more remarkable in that he was 
not built for agility. He could fairly be 
called a fat man and his rotundity increased 
with the years: but he never iost his speed. 
Hard work and plenty of it and long hours 
on his feet had no power to either wear 
him down or slow him up. Remember that 
his hours were from 6 in the evening to 4 
in the morning, with additional time for 
coming and going end -taking care of his 
horse. Good care at that, for Reddy" had 
a good friend in Scrim and Scrim did not 
consider himself fairly entitled to rest until 
he had done everything for ‘‘Reddy’” that a 
man can do for a hofse. 

And there were no vacations. Scrimger 
wouldn't trust anybody eise to serve his cus-

Bcrimger, on the merchandising end, gave 
credit sometimes, if a man was down on 
his luck, but he could remember without 
putting it down, and besides it was an honor 
debt which he scorned to reduce to terms ol 
merchandising and bookkeeping. It was un- 
derstood that the customer he trusted would 
pay when he became able. If he never be- 
came able, the debt would be canceled. 

If Scrimger chose to unroll the scroll of his 
memory, whereon are inscribed the names 
of the men he has ‘‘carried’’ in times past,

since paid their debt in dollars and cents 
to the hot dog merchant, reserving omly, as 
not susceptible of liquidation, the obligation 
of gratitude.

Henry Ford, hereinbefOre mentioned as a 
Detroiter of prominence, used to be one of 
Scrim's customers. That was when Henry 
was an engineer with the Edison company.

It is not remembered that Ford ever 
Inafed there. though. He wouldn't have 
been permitted to. That was one thing 
Scrimger wouldn't allow. If a customer was 
waiting for a car he might dally a little over 
his repast and it would be all right, but he 
couldn't foel Scrimger by pretending. The 
hot dog man knew the street car schedules. 


There was a “no smoking’ sign that 
meant just that. A diner who took smoke 
with his dinner would be spoken to nicely 
once, not so nicely the second time and the 
third time he would go through the little 
door all sprawled out.

A tale is told that Scrimger, seeing how 
well the salad went, took it upon himself to 
suggest that Mrs. Scrimger add salad fame 
to her pie fame by making it regular, but 
Mrs. Scrimger knows when she has plenty 
to do. She said NO, and Scrimge?P said, on 
second thought, he doubted whether it would 
be a good idea. 


It was inevitable that a man of Scrimger's. 
unfailing cheer would find time to get into 
the lodges. He went to the thirty-second 
degree in Masonry and went through all 
the chairs of the Elks. Mrs. Scrimger has 
been all the route with the Pythian Sisters. 


It couldn’t be said that a growing bank 
account made the Scrimgers proud.

HE first intimation that all was not 
well came when the news leaked out 
that agents of ‘“Scar-Face Al’ Capone 
had leased a tract of land in the weat- 
ern outskirts on which a lar«e frame bulld- 
ing was under construction. There was a 
general understanding that the lower floors 
were to be devoted to a restaurant and soft 
drink business and the upper floor ured asa 
village hall. but this explanation war rc- 
garded with suspicion by those familiar with 
Capone's line of business. His known con- 
nection with a atring of disorderly resorts in 
Chicago and several of ite auburbs did not 
argue that the drinks served in the Forest 
View road house would be particularly soft, 
or that the place would he without question- 
able female inhabitants. There was a move 
to have the bullding operationa stopped, but 
objectors were told to mind their own hual- 
ress and appeals to the village officera got 
little action. Somehow, it seemed that the 
cfficers were powerless, There were reports 
that thes had heen threatened with death 
if they interfered. Almost before the vil- 
lagers realized what waa going on ths 
Capone resart waa operating full blast 
The Capones were open about it now. 
Nightly their roadhouse wea the meeting 
place for known «anmsterea and the ‘i"- 
known riffraff of the Chicago underworld

It became known as the “Stockade” and 
there were rumors that it kept a machine 
gun ready for use in case of attack. It was 
usually quiet during the day, but darkness 
regularly brought curtained automobiles and 
mysterious characters by the score. No 
attempt was made to conceal the fact that 
20 or more women were inmates of the 
place. Occasionally complaints brought the 
county authorities out to raid the house, but 


somehow the operators seemed to learn in 


advance when a raiding party was coming. 
They would load the women into automo- 
biles and whisk them away to other fields. 
They built a quarter mile stretch of good 
gravel road to facilitate this maneuver. 
Half a mile north of Forest View on Har- 
lem avenue the Capones operated a similar 
ertablishment in Stickney. It is said by the 
residents of both villages that the shift of 
forces usually took place between these two 
strongholds, the women from one fleeing to 
the other ahead of the raiders so that when 
the officers arrived only a few male loiterera 
would be found hanging around the bar. 

Affairs went on like this until the Me-

to abandon the resort and keep out of sight. 
It was closed about three weeks before the 
fire occurred.

He 
declares he was unabl to identify any of 
hia assailants and made no attempt to 
apprehend them for fear of heing thrown 
into the drainage canal.

JACCIO, Corsica. 
—Romanetti is 
dead. The famous 
leader of men in 
this mountaincus. 
seagirt island is no 
more. You must 
know Corsica, the 
island which claime 
Napoleon as its own,

In the of- 
ficial language of the gendarmerie, Roman- 
ett! was a bandit, a man who went against 
the laws as imposed by the established Gov- 
ernment, and therefore had to die. But to 
the average Corsican, Romanetti was a king. 
the arbiter of the island. He was far more 
respected than the various Presidents of the 
French Republic who succeeded one anoth- 
er since Romanetti first took to the task of 
his life—that ts, to banditism—and some- 
thing more. For Romanetti was everything 
in Corsica. He ruled the land as surely 
as the Mafia, which Mussolini is fast stamp- 
ing out in another isiand, Sicily, ruled Sicily 
twenty years ago. Romanetti not only 
levied money. He not only attacked the 
rich and made them pay. He protected the 
poor. He protected everybody and every- 
body's property if they paid tribute to him. 
Moreover, he ruled the politics of Cor- 
sica. Take Senator Coty, the great perfume 
manufacturer whom every American woman 
knows, if only through his scents and cos- 
metics. Well, Coty is a Corsican, a clever 
buainess man, who found out how to make 
a vast fortune in selling cosmetics. done 
up in an artistic form which every other 
man of his trade has tried to copy. Coty 
revolutionized the cosmetic business. Then 
he grew rich. But like everybody else, he 
wanted something he could not get. He 
wanted to be a great man tn the political 
world. He wanted to make and tunmake 
Ministers, Cabinets, and perhaps Presidents 
of the French Republic. He bought up the 
famous old French dally, ‘‘Le Figaro.’

RIEFLY, like this. By a mixture of ter- 
B ror and friendship, with money passing 

from the bandit to his henchmen, Ro 
manetti. in the twenty-odd years he prac- 
ticed his trade, had gathered a large band of 
men around him. They stopped at nothing 
Like their chief, they used the gun as eaaily 
as most people use a fountain pen. Corsica is 
a magnificent island for this sort of thing 
The original inhabitants have never cared 
much for French rule. The interior ts very 
hilly and thickly wooded. 8o the Corsicans, 
who would like to be independent and rule 
themselves in word, were not sorry to rule 
themselves in fact, through Romanetti. He 
suited them. No bother of gendarmes, with 
whom many of the inhabitants had old 
scores for poaching, thieving. shooting. 
Romanetti settled things for them. 

So everything worked very well. But of 
late years, the French Government has been 
turning tts attention to the tntertor of Cor- 
sica. Rea! Frenchmen have bought farms 
there—on the coast at first, then a little 
further inland. They had no use 
far men like Romanetti. These 
were the elements that made such 
a fuss when Coty was elected Sen- 
ator through the mysterious means 
that Romanetti used. The gen- 
darmes were shaken up. They had 
to bestir themselves. 80, when 
nomanett! was more than suspect- 
ed of having a hand in the murder 
of a Corsican who once owed him 
allegiance, a big price was offered 
for his head. 

This was only one of his crimes. 
Romanetti has had his hand 
against the law for many years. 
His dirth is mysterious. Al! that 
is known about his origin !s that a 
Captain of the gendarmes many 
years ago heard that a poor woman 
who had lost her husband, or had 
never had one, had died, leaving a 
smail baby. The good Captain and 
his wife took the child and brought 
him up. They sent him to school, 
but Romanett! was always turbu- 
lent. Teachers could do nothing 
with him. Then the Captain died. 
His widow wanted to return to 
France. Romanetti refused to go 
with her. He disappeared into the 


brushwood of the interior and she went 


home without him. 
Before long, stories of rich men being 
robbed on the high road got about. A mys- 


terious man. young, almost a boy, attacked 
travelers and relieved them of their goods 
Once he killed two victims, who had put 
up a fight. He was wanted for murder 
But the proofs were not very clear and he 
was untraceable in the thickly wooded and 
biliy interior. Before long. he got quite 
a band around him. On several occasions 
he kidnaped the sons of weaithy peopie on 
the coast. The fathers were invited by mys- 
terious letters to find themselves near a 
lonely part of Ajaccio at a given hour, at 
midnight.
